THE GASOLINE TAX 


On Monday, October 1, 1923, os the result of a 
law passed by the last session of the California 
Legislature, motorists and other users of gasoline 
in California will begin to pay a tax of two cents 
for each gallon of gasoline, or “motor vehicle 
fuel”, purchased. 


Accordingly, the Standard Oil Company will 
on Monday, October 1, 1923, and from then on 
as long as the law is in effect, include the amount 
of the prescribed tax of two cents in the price 
of each gallon of motor vehicle fuel sold and 
delivered by it in the State of California, except 
on such fuel sold and delivered to the United 
States Government, or for export, and on kero­ 
sene. 


This Company will make return of the tax as 
provided by the law ;o “the State Controller of 
this State” together with a verified statement 
on a form “to be prescribed, prepared and fur­ 
nished by the State Board o f Equalization”. 


The law provides that any person who pur­ 
chases gasoline, or “motor vehicle fuel”, for pur­ 
poses other than use in motor vehicles operating 
on the public highways, shall be repaid the 
amount of the tax on the gasoline he purchases. 
He can obtain refund o f the tax thus paid by 
application to the State Controller, supported 
by affidavit covering the facts and by invoices. 


The law further provides that “all motor ve­ 
hicle fuel used by a distributor in the operation 
of any motor vehicle shall for the purposes of 
this a a be considered . . . as though the same 
had been sold by the distributor.” Therefore, 
this Company also is required to pay a tax of 
two cents on every gallon of motor vehicle fuel, 
except kerosene, used in the operation of any

Admits Mistake 
It was then he made his mistake, 
he said, for on returning to 
his 
room at 6 o’clock he asked 
the 
clerk to have breakfast sent to his 
room. The clerk thought it 
was a 
funny thing for a logger to do, and 
commented on it. W illiam Niswon- 
ger and George Lee heard of it. 
and thought it both funny 
and 
suspicious. 
They sent 
word to 
Sheriff Calkins, who caught Pich­ 
nor in bed. 
W hen 
the search revealed 
the 
money. Pichnor was charged 
with 
the robbery and taken to the bank 
where Drury identified him.

The 
war 
and

revolution 
brought an Improvement 
In their 
train. The cities starved, but the 
villages had plenty of food. Money 
was of no value at all. Districts 
changed 
hands 
five tim es 
in a 
month, and each cono^-eror printed 
new currency and annulled that of 
his 
predecessor. 
The 
peasants 
therefore demanded goods In 
re 
turn for the crops and since they 
were in a position to dictate terms, 
they obtained what they 
asked. 
Thus it Is that one can find pianos, 
beautiful tapestries, Bokhara car­ 
pets, silver and 
gold ornaments, 
and monogrammed chinaware 
in 
the huts of the peasants. The pea­ 
sants learned what were the com ­ 
forts of life and now they Insist 
on them. Their standard of living 
has risen. 
Bolshevism Blamed 
Since the beginning of 
the Bol­ 
shevik regime, land has been the 
free holding of 
the user. 
The 
state is the owner, but all arable 
land has been distributed among 
the peasants. Now when the pea­ 
sant will sell his crops for export 
the proceeds w ill com e to 
him 
directly and he will be more In 
a 
position to m aintain the standard 
of living which was forced upon 
him by the circum stances of 
the 
last few troublous years. 
This elevation in the standard 
of living of about ninety million 
Russians cannot be w ithout 
its 
reaction on the industries of 
che 
country. In recent months the es­ 
sential fact in the Russian dom es­ 
tic market was the quiet boycott 
by the peasant 
population. 
The 
farmers preferred to keep 
their 
grain rather than set] it for less 
real value than it brought them be­ 
fore the war. 
But when exports 
send the prices of cereals up tho 
peasant will be happy to sell 
his 
harvest and he will receive more 
for it than ever before. What he 
receives in return for 
bis 
foot; 
he must spend on the 
dom estic 
market. 
Russian industrial and com m er­ 
cial circles except, therefore, that 
the export grain w ill give an im­ 
petus to the market and bring 
a 
decided .improvement in the status 
of Russian industries.
